C o o peration^ Not Confrontation 
Ford Leaves For Europe Today

WASHINGTON 
(U PI) 
President Ford left today on his 
first 
trip 
to 
Europe 
since 
becoming chief executive with 
a reaffirmation of support for 
the North Atlantic alliance and 
a 
pledge 
to 
work 
with 
Am erica’s allies “to safeguard 
our vital interests.” 
In 
a 
brief 
ceremony 
at 
Andrews Air Force Base, Md. 
before leaving on his six-day, 
four-nation trip, Ford pledged 
the United States’ cooperation 
in 
reducing the 
chances of 
conflict and promoting the well­ 
being of all peoples. 


“This trip to Europe has 
great 
significance 
for 
all 
Americans,” Ford said. “ We 
live in an inter-related world in 
which domestic problems — 
including the issues of energy 
and the economy —are linked 
to our 
relations with 
other 
nations.” 


Ford’s first stop on his 11,000- 
mile 
trip 
was 
a 
summit 
meeting of the North Atlantic 
Treaty Organization in Brus­ 
sels. He also travels to Spain, 
Austria and Italy to meet with 
those countries’ leaders. 


One of the most important 
meetings during the trip will be 


with Egyptian President Anwar 
Sadat 
in 
Salzburg, 
Austria 
early next week. The meeting 
—described by Ford as having 
the goal of “achieving a just 
peace in the Middle E ast” —is 
expected to play a key role in 
the President’s announced reas­ 
sessment of U.S. policy in that 
area. 
Vice 
President 
Nelson 
A. 
Rockefeller saw Ford and his 
wife Betty off on their trip. 
The 
President’s 
daughter, 
Susan, 
hugged 
her 
parents 
before they entered Air Force 
One for takeoff. Miss Ford, who 


has been studying photography, 
had several cameras slung over 
her shoulder and took pictures 
of the departure. 
Saying 
that 
the 
“ United 
States seeks international coop­ 
eration 
—not 
confrontation,” 
Ford used his brief departure 
rem arks to stress the United 
States’ role in NATO, saying: 
“ I want to reaffirm at this 
time —and will do so again in 
Brussels —the United States’ 
commitment 
to 
the 
North 
Atlantic Treaty, which is vital 
to American security and well­ 
being... 


“Jobs for all Americans who 
want to work, the availability 
of essential resources and the 
value of our dollars depend 
upon creative diplomacy and 
world peace.” 
“There is much work to done 
on this t r i p .” the P resid en t 
said. 
“ I 
will 
represent 
a 
confident and united America 
—an America determined, with 
its allies, to safeguard our vital 
interests The United States is 
equally determined to reduce 
the 
chances 
of conflict, 
to 
increase 
cooperation 
and 
to 


enhance 
the 
well-being 
of 
Americans and all peoples. I 
am confident that each stop 
and each meeting will contrib­ 
ute to these objectives.”

2,000 Cadillacs Recalled 


DETROIT (UPL — G eneral Motors Corp. said today 
it is recalling some 2,000 Cadillacs equipped with air 
bags because one of the bags inflated accidentally. 
It was the first recall involving the safety devices 
since GM began offering them as options in January of 
1974. The recall involves all the 1974 and 1975 model 
Cadillacs sold with the air bags since then 
In the accidental deploym ent, the driver of a Cadillac 
received minor abrasions on the chin, but was able to 
bring the car to a safe stop without losing control. The 
inflation occurred shortly after the driver completed a 
turn near his home in Vandalia, Ohio, in early March. 
The air cushions a re stored in the steering well and in 
the dashboard on the passen g er side. Upon im pact, they 
inflate to cushion the tront-seat occupants. 


Fighting Continues In Remit 


BEIRUT 
(UPI) 
— An 
outbreak 
of clashes 
has 
shattered the fifth truce in a week of guerrilla militia 
fighting and intensified pressure for a new government 
to quell Lebanon’s worst crisis since the 1958 civil w ar. 
President Suleiman Franjieh called a m eeting today 
with former Premier Rashid Karami. Political sources 
said the president would ask his onetime political enemy 
to head the country’s second government in five days. 
Heavy fighting with m ortars, rockets and m ach in guns 
broke out Tuesday night between Palestinian guerrillas 
and m em bers of the rightwing Phalangist party in a 
suburban area south of the city.

I can remember when many churches all over the 
country opened their doors to special services in honor of 
the war dead. 


In many communities there were “flag raising” 
ceremonies, with some civic leader or grizzled veteran 
leading the traditional “hip, hip, hoorays!” 


Parades were long in those days, m arked with m artial 
band music, fife and drum corps, uniformed veterans’ 
units, scouts of various dimensions, and speeches which 
would make a body’s patriotic blood bubble—some good, 
some well meant but badly presented, and some plain 
dull.

When I was a lad, our family lived for a time in 
Metamora. Franklin County fairly steam ed with patriots 
of all sorts, and veterans of all wars. Memorial Day was a 
sight to behold, as was the 4th of July. 


D aily Prayer 
There was always a parade, and uniformed veterans of 
the Civil War, Spanish American War, and World War I 
had marching units. It always ended up at the town 
cemetery, where families had decorated the graves with 
flowers and flags. 


I have a recollection even in more recent times in Rush­ 
ville when the Memorial Day was quite a deal—with the 
high school band following the colors and rifle squad; then 
there were scouts, veterans’ auxiliaries, the fire depart­ 
ment, police, sheriff—it was a whole and total community 
effort.

Skaters’ Monoxide 
Carbon monoxide comes from 
car exhaust. From cigarette 
smoke. And, sometimes, from 
skating rinks. 
Carbon monoxide produced 
by ice-resurfacing machines at 
indoor rinks may be a health 
hazard to skaters, especially 
children. At one rink in Seattle 
where 
children 
developed 
headaches, 
nausea, 
and 
vomiting, Dr. Carl J. Johnson 
reported the carbon monoxide 
level at 304 parts per million 
That 
is 
excessive 
and 
dangerous. In industry, for 
example, the maximum con­ 
centrations of the gas cannot 
average out to more than 50 
parts per million. The federal 
standard for the outside air is 9 
parts per million. 
The trouble with detecting the 
gas is that it is colorless and 
odorless. But it has telling ef­ 
fects. Even low’ levels cause 
dizziness and interfere 
with 
vision and motor coordination. 
When someone inhales carbon 
monoxide, 
the gas 
bum ps 
oxygen out of the red blood cells.

WASHINGTON (UPI) - The 
administration is talking tough 
on 
Korea, 
20 
years 
after 
fighting an inconclusive war 
there and with 40,000 American 
troops still on the scene. 
The 
rumblings 
from 
the 
White House, the Pentagon and 
the State Department warning 
of dire consequences if North 
Korea tries any 
adventures 
against U.S.-allied South Korea 
have increased in volume since 
the 
disastrous 
end 
of 
the 
American “ Indochina Chapter.” 
And tough words on U.S. 
post-Vietnam resolve have been 
backed up with deeds in the 
decisive 
American 
military 
action taken against Cambodia 
in freeing the American mer­ 
chant ship Mayaguez and its 39- 
man crew. 
South Korea has been quick 
to sense the new American 
mood and rammed through a 
National Assembly resolution 
this week asking 
for more 
military aid immediately “ or 
lose all credibility in its foreign 
commitments ” 
But Communist North Korea 
is no Cambodia. 
It took Gen. Douglas MacAr­ 
thur and a combined U.S.- 
United Nations force five years 
to hurl back North Koreans and 
Chinese 
“ volunteers” 
across 
what is now the demilitarized 
demarcation 
line 
separating 
North and South Korea. 
Of the 3,195,000 Americans 
who fought in that war, 55,000 
did not return and 103,284 were 
wounded 
—more 
casualties 
than in the decade of Vietnam. 


North Korea 
has a well- 
trained army of 410,000 men in 
22 infantry divisions and one 
motorized division plus seven 
independent armored regiments 
and three independent infantry 
brigades. 


It has an air force of 40,000 
men flying and maintaining 
nearly 600 combat 
aircraft, 
including Soviet-supplied Miui5 
and MIG17 fighter bombers and 
MIG 19 and MIG21 interceptors 
plus sophisticated ground-to-air 
missiles and antiaircraft defen­ 
ses. 
The navy is not significant 


with a force of 17,000 manning 
four ex-Soviet submarines and 
some 150 torpedo boats and 
other craft. 
The administration regains 
South Korea as vital to the' 
defense 
of 
northeast 
Asia, 
particularly Japan, and Presi­ 
dent Ford this week warned the 
United 
States will 
fight 
to 
defend the divided nation of 
32,500,000. 
Secretary of State Henry A. 
Kissinger spelled it out at a 
news conference last week : 
“ W'e believe that the defense 
of Korea and the security of 
Korea is important for 
the 
security of the whole northeast 
Pacific. 
And 
it 
is 
very 
important for northeast Asia, 
and extremely important for 
our relationship with Japan. 
And that is the primary reason 
we have it” (defense treaty 
with South Korea). 
Secretary of Defense James 
R Schlesinger went further in 
a weekend interview with U.S. 
News and World Report. 
He said that North Korea 
better have another think if it 
is 
contemplating any 
move 
against the South. 
“ I think that precipitating a 
crisis with the Unites States in 
this particular period would be 
a very rash action to take, 
especially where there are U.S. 
forces present,” he said. 
If the United States had to 
act, 
he said, it 
would 
be 
dramatic, including bombing of 
the North Korean heartland. 
“ ... I think they would have 
to conclude that the United 
States would take more vigor­ 
ous 
action 
than 
we 
were 
inclined to take during much of 
the Vietnamese War.” 
Schlesinger said he 
didn’t 
think the Chinese would come 
in this time because much has 
changed 
since the 
1950-1955 
Korean war — Peking detente 
with the United States and i. 
widening gap in their already 
frigid relations with the Soviet 
Union.

ROME (U PI) — One of the 
most radical of all possible 
Italian reforms—a reform of 
the holiday calendar—may be 
in the making. 
Unless 
politicians 
develop 
cold feet at the last minute, 
nine of the nation’s 17 annual 
holidays may be moved to 
Sundays, doing away with as 
many long weekends. 
It is no small business. The 
proposed reform would change 
the 
habits 
of 
the 
average 
Italian family. It could boost 
industrial production by mil­ 
lions of dollars a year. Business 
and church-state relations are 
involved. 
As things stand now, in a 
country that has been holiday­ 
conscious since the days of 
ancient Rome, there are 13 
religious and four civil holidays 
on which shops, schools and 
offices are closed and those 
working get more than double 
pay. 
What the calendar does not 
show is what 
Italians call 
“ bridges,” the extra days off 
they take semi-legally, some­ 


times under pretense of illness, 
to fill the gap between, say, a 
Friday holiday and a Sunday. 
There are eight such “ brid­ 
ges” in 1975, for a total 12 days 
other than official holidays. 
Under a bill prepared by 
Labor Ministry experts, nine 
holidays would be shifted to the 
nearest Sunday and workers 
would be compensated by the 
addition of nine days to their 
yearly vacations. 
This would result in a more 
balanced distribution of days 
off during the year and, above 
all, do away with “ bridges,” 
adding 
a 
dozen 
days 
and 
millions of dollars worth of 
production each year. 
Hotels and restaurants would 
lose some off-season weekend 
customers, 
but 
the 
longer 
regular vacations would result 
in a much-needed, extension of 
the peak season, now confined 
mainly to July and August. 
The Industrialists Confedera­ 
tion is understandably keen on 
the 
idea. 
Labor 
spokesman 
have said they do not oppose it 
in principle. 
The Vatican has a say in the 


matter because the 1929 church- 
state concordat pledged Italy to 
recognize religious holidays. It 
says it is willing to discuss the 
subject. 
“ The Holy See is available 
for 
a 
revision 
of 
weekday 
holidays,” Vatican spokesman 
Federico Alessandrini said re­ 
cently. 
He 
cautioned 
that 
the 
changes “ cannot concern feasts 
rooted in Christian conscience 
and 
customs, 
for 
instance, 
Christmas and Assumption 
Day.” 
The proposed reform would 
comply 
with 
this 
condition. 
Holidays that would be left 
untouched include New Year’s, 
Easter 
Monday, 
Assumption 
Day, All Saints Day, Christmas 
and St. Stephen’s, as well as 
the civil holidays of May Day 
and Republic Day.

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Coupon Book Saves 
Money For Shoppers

MILWAUKEE (UPI) - Cou­ 
pons m ay not exactly be money 
in the bank, but for today’s 
shopper facing soaring food 
prices, they are money in the 
pocketbook. 
As 
one 
Memphis, 
Tenn., 
housewife says: 
“When it comes right down to 
it, for m ost of us that don’t 
have a job outside the home, 
this is about the only way we 
can 
help 
our 
husbands 
... 
conserve, cut down, and save 
what we can for them .” 
The woman was interviewed 
during research by the Coupon 
Publishing Co., New York, to 
test its new publication, “The 
Little Coupon Book.” 
In the test, a book of 59 
coupons for staple items was 
mailed to consumers in Mil­ 
waukee and Memphis who had 
answered newspaper ads. Mil­ 
waukee w as chosen because of 
its 
high 
coupon 
redemption 
rate, and Memphis, because of 
its low rate. 
Consumer response far ex­ 


ceeded projections, publisher 
Robert K. Heady said in an 
interview. 
The best estim ate he received 
predicted the ads would pull 
one half of one per cent of the 
circulations of the newspapers 
in the two cities, 
he said. 
Instead, it pulled an ll per cent 
total. 
In Milwaukee, 67,000 persons 
responded, but total circulation 
swelled to about 173,500, using 
additional names provided by 
people who had answered the 
ads. Eighty-three per cent of 
the 
names were 
from 
Mil­ 
waukee and 17 per cent, from 
Memphis. 
A circulation of 15 million is 
planned for the national run in 
September. 
Heady said the booklet was 
based 
on 
interviews 
with 
shoppers. Women told research­ 
ers they wanted a better way to 
organize coupons, a purse-size 
book 
format, 
direct 
mail 
delivery, coupons of the same 
size and, for staple items, a 
pocket in the book to store 


loose coupons. They suggested 
seasonal publication, except for 
sum m er. 
Heady said the booklet was 
mailed 
only 
to people 
who 
asked for it, in an effort to find 
consum ers who would use the 
coupons s e n s i b l y and 
legitim ately,. 
Last 
year 
m anufacturers 
issued about 50 billion coupons 
at a cost of $500 million to get 
consum ers to try their product. 
Usually, only ll per cent are 
redeem ed. 
Heady 
said 
one 
purpose of the coupon book is 
to increase redemption rates. 
Names for the Septem ber 
national run will be taken from 
responses 
to 
national 
ads. 
Those who have already re ­ 
ceived the test run can get the 
next copy by filling out a card 
in the back of the book. Heady 
said by April, 1976, the firm 
hopes to have IOO per cent 
request circulation. 
The booklet also is designed 
to reduce misredemption, which 
costs m anufacturers up to $200 
million a year. 


Cigarette Sales 
Help Research 


ATLANTA (U PI) - It will 
cost you a buck for cigarettes 
at Beverlee Soloff’s restaurant, 
but you just m ight be getting a 
little 
insurance 
with 
your 
tobacco. 
Half of each 
dollar 
goes 
toward research for cancer and 
heart disease. Mrs. Soloff said 
customers 
respond with en­ 
thusiasm 
as 
they 
buy 
the 
expensive packs. 
“We’re 
not 
making 
them 
smoke,” 
she 
said. 
“W ere 
saying, 
‘Look, 
you 
wanna 
smoke? Help.” 
A sign above the vending 
machine reads: “ Please notice 
the price of our cigarettes is $1, 
of which 50 cents goes for heart 
and cancer control.” 
Mrs. Soloff’s Coach and Six 
Restaurant started charging a 
dollar for cigarettes last July. 
It was her late husband’s idea. 
Hank Soloff had a massive 
heart attack six years ago. He 
later becam e 
involved 
with 
programs to help heart attack 
victims. Soloff died last year, 
two months after launching his 
cigarette m achine project. 
Mrs. Soloff, who took over the 


restaurant, was determined to 
pursue the idea. 
“People who want to smoke 
will smoke,” said the petite 
blonde, 
puffing 
away 
at 
a 
cigarette. “So we want to cash 
in on it.” 
“ I’m 
convinced 
that 
the 
person who smokes is the most 
frightened of all. And because 
of that fear, I think when they 
buy the cigarettes, they feel a 
little less guilty —a little less 
afraid.” 
Mrs. Soloff said her cus­ 
tom ers’ reactions are practical­ 
ly always the same. “They’ll 
see the sign, and then they’ll 
say, ‘A dollar?’ Then they’ll 
call somebody over and say, 
‘Hey, Joe. Look at this. This is 
a hell of an idea.’” 
She said 90 per cent of the 
custom ers think the project is 
super. 
Her 
restaurant’s 
clientele, 
mostly middle class business 
people, can afford the price of 
a pack, she said. So far, they 
have contributed more than 
$300 a month to cancer and 
heart associations. 
Mrs. Soloff has involved the 


American Cancer Society, the 
Am erican 
Heart 
Fund 
and 
three other Atlanta restaurants 
in her venture, which she hopes 
to expand nationwide. 
She has set up a board of top 
local businessmen and cancer 
and heart fund officials and 
plans to launch a 
full-scale 
expansion campaign in June. 
Already, restaurants from 20 
states have contacted her after 
reading about the project. 
She 
hopes 
her 
program 
eventually will reach hospitals, 
colleges and other places with 
vending machines, where she 
said even a nickel more per 
pack would help. 
The only drawback, if it can 
be called that, is that cigarette 
sales at the restaurant have 
dropped IO per cent. Mrs. Soloff 
attributes the decrease to the 
fact 
that 
employes 
cannot 
afford to pay a dollar a pack.

WASHINGTON (UPI) - The 
atm osphere’s ozone radiation 
shield has thinned slightly over 
m ost areas of the world during 
the past four years but two 
government scientists tend to 
blam e the sun 
rather than 
spray can propellants. 


The layer of ozone 15 to 30 
m iles high screens Earth from 
m ost of the dangerous ultravio­ 
let 
radiation from 
the sun. 
There has been considerable 
concern recently that freon-type 
gases used in aerosol cans are 
building 
up 
in 
the 
upper 
atm o sp h ere, w here it is be­ 
lieved they will destroy ozone. 


Scientists fear a significant 
depletion 
in 
the 
ozone 
will 
increase 
the 
incidence 
of 
radiation-caused skin cancer, 
reduce the productivity of food 
crops and change global weath 
er patterns. 
Ozone levels over most of the 
Northern Hemisphere increased 
during the 1960s, but Dr Jam es 
K Angell and Julius Korshover 
of the National Oceanic and 
Atmospheric Administration re­ 
ported that the ozone increase 
stopped in 1970. And between 
1970 and 1972, they said the 
ozone actually declined from I 
to 2 per cent over nearly all 
areas of the world. 
In 
the United 
States and 
G reat 
Britain, 
where 
more 
recent records are available, a 
2 per cent reduction in ozone 
was 
measured 
although 
the 
annual rate of decrease has 
been slowing, 
Angell and Korschover made 
those findings after analyzing 
ozone data obtained from more 
than 
60 
measuring 
stations 
around the globe 
Ozone 
concentrations 
are 
known to vary for some reason 
over two-year periods and the 
two 
government 
researchers 
said the long term trends they 
found “appear to be part of a 
confusing background of ‘nor­ 
m al’ ozone variations.” 
Solar activity is believed to 
be one 
natural 
phenomenon 
affecting ozone Records dating 
back to the 1930s showed that 
peaks in ozone appeared two to 
three years after the maximum 
in sunsport activity which runs 
in 
ll-year cycles. 
In 
some 
areas the peaks of ozone and 
sunspots nearly coincide. 
The last sunspot maximum 
was 
in 
1969 
and 
the 
two 
researchers suggested that the 
ozone decrease that began in 
1970 might be related to the 
sun s radiation activity “rather 
than any man-induced effects.’’ 
Dr 
Frank S. 
Rowland, a 
University of California chemis­ 
try professor who first raised 
the freon issue last year, said 
that the observations by Angell 
and Korshover have no bearing 
on the freon problem because it 
is estim ated that spray can 
gases so far have destroyed 
only a few tenths of I per cent 
of the ozone.

Friedersdorf Says American Youth 
Qualified To Meet World Problems 


The White House Assistant to 
the President for Legislative 
Affairs told Franklin College 
graduates Saturday that the 
current generation of youth are 
esp ecially cap ab le to meet 
A m e r i c a ’s 
b ic e n te n n ia l 
challenges. 
Max L. Friedersdorf said, "I 
know of no generation better 
equipped educationally, more 
attuned to the social and moral 
responsibilities of their own era, 
m ore interested in society, and 
m ore 
sensitive 
to 
their 
responsiblilites than the youth 
of m odern day Am erica.” 
The White House chief liaison 
with 
Congress 
acknowledged 
that the current generation of 
graduates do have detractors 
and 
critic s, 
“ But 
these 
criticism s are those made about 
e v ery new g eneratio n that 
bursts upon the scene with fresh 
and controversial 
ideas and 
approaches.” 
Friedersdorf was supportive 
by saying, “ I have great con­ 
fidence 
in 
your 
abilities, 
training, and preparation.” 
The commencement speaker 
said 
the United 
States had 
begun its celebration of its 200 
year history while it faces a 
n um ber of challenges con­ 
fronting it. 
At home we are grappling 
with an energy crisis that has 
left us 40 per cent dependent on 
foreign 
sources 
for our oil 
needs, literally at the mercy of 
the oil producing states, and in a 
precarious position if another 
m id-east embargo should be 
imposed. Although it is im­ 
proving, our economy is suf­ 
fering with high unemployment 
and 
sustained 
in flatio n ,” 
Friedersdorf said, and he in­ 
dicated that though the United 
States is out of the “Vietnam 
agony we find ourselves with 
foreign policy and security 
p roblem s in m any regions 
around the globe.” 
“Though we cannot impose 
our solutions in every affair of 
the globe, few solutions are 
possible without us. Though we 
are no longer predominant in 
the world, we are inescapably a 
leader,” he said. 
The W hite House official 
a le rte d the g rad u ates that 
uncertainty is the most certain 
thing they will face in the times 
ahead He said, “You will need 
every* ounce of your strength 
and resources to handle the 
problem s that face you.” 
F rie d e rs d o rf

E stim ates of the m arket for fad 
foods run beyond $1 billion. And 
an indication that “health food” 
items have really caught on is 
obvious when major food chains 
add “n atu ral” food sections to 
their stores 
It is, of course, the very keen 
interest 
Americans 
have 
in 
nutrition that has allowed food 
faddism to grow, along with a 
greater public awareness of the 
im portance of nutrition. When 
people thirst for knowledge (and 
especially if there are not an­ 
swers for all the questions), 
m isin fo rm atio n can flourish 
along with the sources of ac­ 
curacy . 
And who among us m ight not 
fit into one of the categories of 
people

-Plains W industries more than 
300 consum ers in the Midwest 
and central Canada have joined 
to prom ote windmills in hopes 
of obtaining energy independen­ 
ce. 
Wind 
power 
could 
have 
supplied the Midwest’s entire 
electricity 
needs 
last 
year, 
according to Bill Ward, who 
with five others incorporated 
the nonprofit GPW last Ja n u a ­ 
ry. 
Unlike coal, gas or nuclear 
energy, th e wind cannot be 
monopolized. Wind power can 
make businesses, cities, 
ho­ 
meowners, fainters and even 
utilities energy independent. 
“By 
the 
year 
2000, 
wind 
power could produce 50 per 
cent m ore energy than the four 
m illion b a rre ls per day the 
Alaska pipeline will ultim ately 
funnel to the continental sta ­ 
tes,” W ard says. 
Ward’s organization has solic­ 
ited $5 m em berships to develop 
a consum er force large enough 
to 
dem and 
a 
supply 
of 
windmills to make clean energy 
independence a reality. 
“GPW 
is 
trying to 
raise 
consciousness to wind power 
not develop hardware,” W ard 
says. “The trouble is 
when 
people think of windmills, they 
think of

That’s 
like 
comparing 
the 
Wright 
brothers plane 
to a 
(Boeing) 747.” 
Ward says GPW m ust get 
wind pow er off the ground 
within a y e a r or the com m it­ 
ments to other power sources 
will be m ade.

An Environmental Score

W ASH IN G TO N (U P I) — F if­ 
teen fifth graders from a little 
town in Vermont toured Wash­ 
ington 
the 
other 
day. 
But 
instead of the Lincoln Memorial 
and the Washington Monument, 
they visited the Scary Dairy 
and the Pumpkin Shell. 
What the youngsters 
from 
Wilmington, Vt., were seeing 
were the neighborhood lan d ­ 
marks and playing places of 
kids their age who attend 106- 
year-old Stevens School 
five 
blocks west of the White House. 
The trip, on foot, took several 
hours 
as 
the 
Stevens 
fifth 
graders led their visitors to the 
fire 
station 
( “ They 
have 
a 
cheap 
soda 
machine” ), 
the 
neighborhood library 
(“ More 
books than school” ) and to the 
“ Scary D airy,” an abandoned 
Sealtest plant 
( “ EN O RM O U S 
rats” ). 
Then, a stop for soft drinks 
and ice cream cones at the 
Pumpkin 
Shell, 
a 
Chinese 
carryout, and on to Rock Creek 
Park to throw stones at the 
water and on to DuPont Circle 
for tag and frisbie. 
Simon Nicholson, one of the 
adults who tried to keep up 
with the tour, described the 
itinerary as “ an environmental 
score” —a kind of program of 
things to see and do. The point, 
Nicholson said, was to demon­ 
strate 
that 
environm ental 
scores invented by children for 
themselves were often 
quite 
different than scores invented 
by adults for children. 
As if to prove the thesis, it 
turned out that the kids from 
Vermont had many of the same 
kinds of places on their own 
environmental scores as the 
Washington inner city young­ 
sters. 
Scott, peering out from a mop 
of long hair, gave the 
fire 
station a close examination, 
and observed that it was a lot 
like the one he often “ hanged 
around” in Wilmington. 
Keith, 
Leslie 
and 
Becky, 
leading five visitors through the 
shell of the dairy, scrambled up 
rusty and rickety iron ladders 
and dodged around the debris 
left by the vanished machinery. 
No rats showed themselves, but 
there were lots of bits of pipe 
and cork and wire to collect.

straw s a year w ould spend a 
lot of tim e sipping cider. 
B ut 
the co u n try ’s 
biggest 
custom er 
for 
p ap er 
straw s 
doesn’t even take a sip out of 
them . As a m a tte r of fact, he 
cu ts them in half and uses 
them to m ake nests fo r bees, 
This fellow w ith a penchant 
fo r straw s is the typical alfalfa 
seed grow er in Nevada. And 
h e ’s especially 
interested 
in 
providing a n ursery for leaf- 
cu tte r bees because they polli­ 
n ate his alfalfa crops. 
I f s estim ated th a t grow ers 
need about 100,000 w orking fe­ 
m ale bees to pollinate 50 acres 
of alfalfa seed. C onsequently, 
the average grow er of alfalfa 
seeds builds about IO m illion 
nests each year The straw s are 
cem ented into w ooden fram es, 
and then placed in bee houses. 
While plastic 
straw s have 
about taken over the m arket 
for beverage drinking, paper 
straw s are p referred for bee 
nests. 
Alfalfa 
grow ers 
have 
found that plastic straw s tend 
to break up in the sun and ex 
pose rough edges th a t can dam 
age bee wings 
In contrast to the average 
alfalfa grow er’s purchase of 5 
m illion drinking straw s a year, 
if s estim ated that the average 
sm a llto w n drug store, soda 
fountain, or h am burger stand 
uses about 185,000 straw s a 
year.
